Emissary on Arrival in

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP).— 
A puzzling series of informal and 


unofficial “peace feelers,” made 
here and in Europe, greatly infiu- 
enced President Roosevelt’s deci- 
sion te send Undersecretary 
State Sumner Welles across the 
Atlantic to gather information. | 

In the last few months, the Pres- 
ident and Secretary of State Hull 
have followed with great atten- 
tion an uninterrupted stream of 
such proposals. 

Genérally they have come from 
private citizens, merchants, bank- 
ers and the like—mostly citizens 
of Denmark, Holland, Sweden, Bel- 
gium and Switzerland. 

For the most part, the procedure 
has been to seek an audience with 
a statesman as near the top as 
possible in an Allied country. It is 
known ‘here that some have talked 
to Lord Halifax, — Foreign 
Secretary. 

German Leaders Quoted. 

What do they say? Generally 
that they have talked with a high 
German official—Goering has been 
mentioned—and that Germany 
would be willing to make peace 
if it could get the right’ terms. 

What terms? It is hard for them 
to say. The German official was 
not definite. The stories they tell 
do not always agree. One peace- 
maker’s terms may be better than 
another’s, 

It is known that several of these 
unofficial emissaries, if they can 
be called that, have made the same 
type of approach to officials here. 
These officials frankly have not 
known what to make of this ac- 
tivity. Part of it they ascribe to 
the natural desire of the small 
neutrals -to do all they can to 
achieve peace. Their countries are 
suffering acutely from the war and 
they stand to suffer still more 
before it is over. The trade of the

So far as 
officials here can learn; no ap- 
proaches have started out on the 
basis of a neutral citizen talking 
to an Allied statesman and then 
going to see a German statesman. 
They have all begun with some- 
thing said by a German official. 

But it is almost impossible to 
say whether there is anything more 
in this fact than the sending up 
of trial balloons. The best-informed 
officials say that no peace move 
whatever has been made officially 
or otherwise by the German Gov- 
ernment itself. 

Consequently, Welles has been 
sent to Europe partly to see what 
all these vague approaches amount 
to. Where there is so much smoke 
there may be a little fire, even 
though smothered. 

It is thought that the persons re- 
sponsible for initiating the peace 
approaches might like to broach 
their case more formally and con- 
cretely to the American Undersec- 
retary. Welles is, of course, bound 
by the statement of President 
Roosevelt that what foreign offi- 
cials tell him will be kept in strict 
confidence, which means he cannot 
carry any proposals from Germany

“The Smoke Elimination Com- 
mittee has carefully studied the 
relative merits of various other 
smokeless solid fuels for house- 
hold use, both as to the processes 
of manufacture and the possibility 
of making them available within 
the price range of the consumer of 
smaller means. While our in- 
vestigation has not covered ail 
known processes it has covered 
many and has led to valuable in- 
formation regarding some which 
we think are of definite interest 
for the production of smokeless 
fuels from Illinois coal. 

Eight Processes Studied. 

“The following processes have 
been studied in detail and specific 
infermation on the processes listed 
are in the records of the Commit- 
tee. Those studied were Solarite, 
Carbonite, Disco, Lurgi, Kern, Pier- 
sol, George Wallace and Koppers. 

“The mere selection of satisfac- 
tory smokeless fuelg, however, will 
not solve our problems—they must 
be made available, and therefore 
we have not limited .cur investi- 
gation simply to the choice of sat- 
isfactory smokeless fuels, but have 
spent much time on what we con- 
sider the most difficult phase of 
the whole problem, and that is to 
find ways and means of interest- 
ing various parties in undertak- 
ing the manufacture of such smoke- 
less fuels. We believe we have 
made definite progress, but inas- 
much as this involves the expen- 
diture of millions of dollars for 
construction of plants and facili- 
ties for handling these new prod- 
ucts, it is very evident that this 
pert of the work is not completed, 
in fact it will require months of 
negotiations and possibly two or 
three years before the plans formu- 
lated can. be put in full operation

Results of Coke Experiments. 

“Experiments which have been 
carried out at the University of 
Illinois, Urbana; at Washington 
University, St. Louis; at Battelle 
Memorial Institute, Columbus, O., 
and by the Bureau of Mines, Pitts- 
burgh, demonstrated clearly that 
when burned in certain types of 
heating units a pound of coke is 
actually from 25 to 50 per cent 
more effective than a pound of 
bituminous coal, and it is very 
important that we keep this point 
in mind in comparing the relative 
values of coke and bituminous coal.

“More than one type of smokeless 
fuel is necessary because a low vol- 
atile coke is not entirely satisfac- 
tory in all heating stoves, and par- 
ticularly not in certain cooking 
stoves, in which case a processed 
fuel higher in volatile matter might 
be found desirable. In some cases 
it may be found that a compact 
briquet processed from coal and 
relatively low in volatile may be 
preferred to coke, because such 
briquets, in small heaters, will re- 
tain the heat longer without re- 
fueling than coke, which has a low 
density. 

Negotiatiéns With Processors. 

“Some of the processed fuel men- 
tioned above is now available and 
has been marketed for a period of 
years. Negotiations have been pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily for a quad- 
rupling of the output of one of 
these products and the making of 
it available at a very substantial 
reduction in price and at a cost 
which would be no burden to the 
consumer, heating quality consid- 
ered. Another large manufacturer 
of a different product has already 
figured with one of our large mine 
operators for the use of his process 
and has also negotiated with local 
capital, seeking ifs interest in the 
development of a processing plant 
in the Illinois field. Several oth- 
ers, including one from abroad, 
have had their representatives in 
touch with us and also local inter- 
ests in the coal producing business, 
in an effort to establish their par- 
ticular process.”

NDER the heading mechanica) 
[J ccuipment the report reviews 

the methods of automatically 
firing solid fuels and.the use of 
gas and oil with automatic burn- 
ers.

“The installation of mechanical 
firing in many cases may result 
in material savings in the fuel 
bill while definitely eliminating 
smoke. The savings realized from 
the use of mechanical equipment 
will, of course, depend to a t 
extent upon the service for whic!

“The IWinois State Geological 
Survey,” the Smoke Committee 
continues, “is actively at work de- 
veloping a briquetting process 
which might play an important 
part in the increased use of smoke- 
legs fuel. The Board of Supervis- 
ors of St. Clair Conuty, Illinois, has 
voted to make a request of the 
State Legislature for the issuance 
of bonds to erect a processing and 
washing plant to serve the mines 
of that county. This project, if 
carried out, would produce a large 
volume of suitable fuel, and would 
be of great economic benefit to 
citizens in our own trade territory. 


“The committee is encouragéd by 
the interest already shown looking 
to a larger production of smoke- 
less fuel, but recognizes the fact 
that the amount now available in 
the proper price range is very in- 
adequate.

This committee, of which Robert 
M. Boyles was chairmaa, was es- 
tablished after the Mayor iast Nov. 
22 had requested the enginecring 
societies to review the smoke 
problem an” submit recommenda- 
tions. 

Conclusions in the report by the 
engineers are: \ 

That it should be mandatory 
for consumers to burn smokes- 
less or use mechanical equip- 
ment eliminating smoke. 

That, progressively and with 
proper administration, all heat- 
ing equipment can be made to 
conform to the requirements by 
the heating season of 1942. 

That if proper ordinances are 
enacted private capital will make 
adequate supplies of smokesiess 
fuels and mechanical equipment 
avilable at reasonable prices. 

An unusual number of smoky 
days this winter helped to stimu- 
late public interest in the commit- 
tee’s proceedings. Weather Bureau 
records show 35 days of “thick” 
smoke, 10 of them in November, 
11 in December and 10 in January. 
There was one in October and so 
far this month there have been 
three. In addition there were 26 
days with smoke classified as 
“moderate.” 

Editorial Stimulates Interest. 

An editorial in the Post-Dispatch 
Nov. 26 entitled “An Approach to 
the Smoke Problem” made definite 
suggestions which aroused wide- 
spread interest. Two days later 
the densest blanket of smoke in 
the city’s recent history caused 
that day to be called “Black Tues- 
wae 

A resolution passed by the Board 
of Aldermen Dec. 1 referred to 
“constructive suggestions” of the 
Post-Dispatch editorial and recom- 
mended that the Mayor appoint a 
committee to undertake solution of 
the problem. The Board asserted 
it was ready to co-operate in any 
plan “which may be’ economically 
and scientifically sound. and which 
may be carried. out without injury 
to St. Louis business and St. Louis 
trade territory and which will tend 
to the solution of this problem.”

NSTRUCTION of home owners 
in better methods of firing has 
failed to bring about reduction 
in smoke, the committee states in 
rejecting a proposal that the solu- 
tion would be found in education.

“The present facilities distribute 
during their period of maximum 
daily demand for heating approxi- 
mately one-sixth of that which 
would be required during the same 
period if natural gas were the sole 
fuel for heating by domestic users. 

“Furthermore, the exclusive use 
of natural gas for heating would 
require the expenditure of many 
millions of dollars for equipment 
to adapt natural gas to the in- 
dividual heating plants of home 
owners that are already in exist- 
ence. In addition to this expendi- 
ture, further substantial capital in- 
vestments would be required to in- 
stall heating plants in those build- 
ings which do’ not now possess 
them. Natural gas may be burned 
in heating stoves. The efficiency 
with which it would be burned in 
all types of such equipment is 
questionable. 

“A very unfavorable load factor 
would be created due to the un- 
usual demand for gas during the 
coldest months. To be more ex- 
plicit, the demand for heat during 
the winter months is not constant. 
The requirements during the heat- 
ing season vary from a low of 0.9 


troublesome task. It is not conceiv- 
able, in our opinion, that the ex- 
treme care necessary for very care- 
ful firing would be exercised by 
those who, in accordance with the 
run of human nature, are anxious 
to perform a distasteful task as 
quickly as possible. 

“Neither is it much more con- 
ceivable that the average janitor 
whose sole duty it is, will give that 
necessary and constant attention 
required. It is admitted that raw 
bituminous coal can be burned with 
little smoke under the most favor- 
able conditions, but this certainly 
cannot be depended upon under 
ordinary conditions. In our opinion, 
the trouble must be cured at the 
source and be as near foolproof 
af possible so that instead of being 
practically assured of creating 
smoke, it will be difficult to create 
it. One might as well argue- that 
the city might furnish untreated 
river water to its citizens provided 
it gave them full directions and 
instructions how to eliminate the 
impurities, and policed them to see 
that it was done.” 


EATING from central plants, 
H- district heating, also was 

rejected as a solution of the 
smoke problem, although recog- 
nized as useful in some sections 
of the city, in the following dis- 
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justification. There is, in our 
opinion, a grave danger that a sub- 
sidy, even if -warranted at first, 
would not only remain in effect 
when not warranted, but. would be 
increased out of all proportion to 
its justification. If the fuel bill 
of our citizens were to be raised 
out of proportion to that prevailing 
in other communities, some such 
action, though dangerous, might be 
warranted. When it remains sub- 
stantially below that point, even for 
a far better fuel, it would seem to 
us inexcusable.” 


Difficulties in Utilizing Natural Gas 
Eliminate It in Solution of Problem 


per cent of the total heat required 
for the winter to a high of 218 
per cent during the month of Janu- 
ary. This means therefore that 
the demand for heat during the 
‘month of Janurry is approximate- 
ly 20 times that required during the 
month of September. It would be 
necessary to construct a pipe line 
and distribution system of such 
capacities that they would meet the 
peak demand placed upon it. This 
would also mean that during the 
greater portion of the year this ex- 
cess capacity would not be utilized 
although available. This wide 
variation in demand would be re- 
flected’ in the. cost of the gas to 
the consumer. 

“To compete with coal selling at 
$5 per ton, natural gas would have 
to be sold to the consumer at a 
price far below that which could 
be obtained under these unusual 
circumstances. The price per 1000 
cubic feet would have to be less 
than one-half of the average price 
charged per 1000 cubic feet for the 
natural gas used in the State of 
Missouri during 1937. 

Emergency Plants Needed. 

“There is another factor which 
must be seriously considered in a 
climate such as St. Louis has and 
that is continuity of supply. if 
our sole dependence for fuel for 
heating purposes were placed in 
one or two natural gas lines it 
would be essentially sound to have 
available in case of necessity the 
proper number of artificial gas 
plants to supply the needs of the 
city in the case of any interruption 
in service, These plants would 
represent additional millions - in 
capital investment. 

“For some 40 years, Kansas City 
has had natural gas available ii 
increasing quantities. It is not uni- 
versally used in Kansas City and 
the committee is reliably informed 
that the total number of users of 
gas*for heating purposes does not 
exceed 21,000. This is only 23 per 
cent of those that could use it. The 
percentage of users of gas in St. 
Louis is far below this figure. 

“The committee believes that nat- 
‘ural gas has a very definite place 
in any program for the elimination 
of smoke. The committee, how- 
ever, does not believe that natural 
gas is the sole solution of our smoke 
problem. A reduction in gas rates 
would encourage its use and con- 
tribute toward the elimination of

@tagering Loss to Property. 

Property—“It is difficult to meas- 
ure thi damage to property values 
and to the maintenance of property, 
both real. and personal, caused by 
smoke, That it runs into the mil- 
lions of dollars a year is conceded. 
It would be unfair to the question 
to blamie the depopulation of great 
‘sections of our city entirely upon 
smoke. It would, likewise, be un- 
fair to blame the large exodus to 
the county entirely on this cause, 
but surely no one will contend that 
smoke with its grime and dirt and 
unheal\hful condition has not 
played a potent hand in persuad- 
ing thousands of our citizens that 
St. Louis, under these conditions is 
no longer the best place of- abode 
for them. 

“The result has been an ap- 
palling shrinkage in real estate 
values to the point that real estate 
no loner holds its former eminent 
place in the investment field. No 
longer will our citizens seek to own 
their home in a market of crum- 
bling real estate values. Many citi- 
zens have lost their homes (al- 
ready owned) because of their in- 
ability to properly protect loans on 
their properties which only a few 
years ago were considered con- 
servatively mortgaged. 

“The city, likewise, is losing taxes 
on dwellings and.commercial build- 
ings which have been torn down to 
avoid taxes, and if the deteriora- 
tion continues, the result will be 
more and more serious. Once more 
we say that not all this condition 
is due to smoke, but again 
we say that a substantial part is 
due to it.and that the loss in value 
from that part due to smoke alone 
is staggering. In our opinion, the 
cost to cure the trouble will not 
be overburdensome on those respon- 
sible for the trouble. It is unfair 
for the smoke offender—be he the 
consunier, dealer or producer—to 
inflict so calamitous a condition 
upon our city, and we furthermore 
believe it unnecessary.” 


that in residential districts where 
the homes are spread over wide 
areas. and the amount of heat re- 
quired in each individual home is 
small that a large investment in 
steam mains would -be necessary 
before an economical load could 
be obtained for the steam generat- 
ing plant.

“The committee does not deny; 
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Diesel Engines and Direct Steaming Sug- 


gested to Reduce Smoke—Better Co-Op- 
eration by Schools Held Essential. 


How to deal with smoke from 
railway locomotives and from 
schools and other public buildings 


is one of the problems discyssed 
in the report of the Municipal 
Smoke Elimination Committee. 

This section of the report also 
proposes that the existing smoke 
regulation ordinance be amended 
to provide for larger personnel for 
the Division of Smoke Regulation 
and for increased authority for 
that agency in line with the duties 
that would devolve upon it under 
the plan. 

Publie school. buildings are not 
subject to city ordinances, since 
the schools are a State agency, the 
report points out; it also refers 
to persistent violations of smoke 
ordinances by the schools hereto 
fore. The committee states it will 
endeavor to. bring about co-opera- 
tion on the part of school officials. 
| Problem of. Railroads. 

The railway and public building 
section of the report follows: 

“Railways: The subject of the 
elimination of smoke from the rail- 
roads was discussed with a repre- 
sentative of the Terminal Railway 
Association. He informed us that 
his organization was alive to the 
question of smoke and indicated 
their willingness to co-operate in 
any reasonable program: The rail- 
roads in St. Louis consume hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of coal 
per year and contribute their share 
to the smoke evil. 

“The smoke from railroads may 
be traced to three main sources: 
The smoke discharged from the 
stacks of locomotives in active serv- 
ice; the smoke discharged from the 
stacks of the roundhouses by the 
starting of new fires in locomo- 
tives being prepared for service, 
and from the stacks of locomotives 
with banked fires that are ready 
for service; the smoke discharged 
from the stacks of the stationary 
power plants owned or controlled 
by the railroads. 

“The committee realizes that a 
different mode of attack must be 
made upon each phase of the rail- 
roads’ problem. They believe that 
the choice of the remedy should 
be in the hands of those thoroughly 
familiar with all’ the ramifications 
of the operations of the railroads. 
There are solutions for these dif- 
ferent conditions and they should 
be immediately utilized. 

“Diesel driven locomotives are 
being used by railroads here and 
elsewhere in « rtain classes of serv- 
ice with attendant reduction in 
smoke. Where adaptable, their use 
should be increased and demanded. 

Measures in Other Cities. 

“In other terminals throughout 
the country the use of semi-bitum- 
inous coal of low volatile content 
and oil as fuel for locomotives are 
giving satisfactory service as well 
as smokeless operation. Each road 
operating in St. Louis should make 
a survey of its requirements and 
use these fuels, where it can, to 
the best advantage. ; 

“A study of the methods used 
in other cities indicate that the ter- 
mina] facilities of the railroads 
have been revamped and modern- 
ized. The more modern terminals 
have discarded the methods which 
are being pursued at the present 
time in the City of St. Louis. 

“The direct steaming system has 
been installed as a means of smoke 
abatement. The essential features 
of this system include the supply- 
ing of hot water to the boiler at 
atmospheric pressure. The locomo- 
tives are then connected to station- 
boilers of sufficient capacity 
to fill and steam the locomotives 
to working pressure without a fire 
on the grate. Furthermore, this 
method is also used to hold the 
locomotives under steam for any 
length of time before they are put 
in service, The average steam con- 
sumption required to hold a loco- 
motive under steam continually 
without a fire on the grate is such 


Chicago has had installed for many 
years complete smoke washing sys- 
tem. Smoke and gases are col- 
lected from stacks of locomotives 
in the roundhouses as well as on

Direct Method. . 
“The direct steaming system has 
been installed in the Grand Trunk 
Western Engine House in Chicago; 
the Big Four Railway at Cincin- 
nati and the Chicago & Northwest- 


‘ern Railway at Chicago avenue and 


Halsted streets. These installations 
were described in a report of a 
Committee on Smoke Prevention at 
Locomotive Terminals presented at 
the Smoke Prevention Association 
meeting as far back as 1927. Mr. 
J. B. Irwin, Chief Smoke Inspector 
of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway, stated in the same year, 
before a meeting of the Society of 
Mechanical Engineers held in St. 
Louis, that a savings of $68,000 a 
year was anticipated from the in- 
stallation of the Chicago & North- 
western Railway direct steaming 
plant. This was in addition to the 
complete elimination of smoke and 
gas fromthe locomotives . being 
fired up or standing under steam 
at the terminal. 

“The stationary power plants 
which are owned or controlled by 
the railroads should be subjected to 
the same conditions outlined for 
any stationary power plant in the 
City of St. Louis, viz., that they 
either use mechanical fuel-burning 
equipment to burn the fuel smoke- 
lessly or use a fuel that will not 
smoke. 

“The committee believes that the 
railroads operating within the limits 
of the City of St. Louis should be 
required to submit a definite pro- 
gram outlining which of these 
methods they intend to employ as 
well as setting a definite date as 
to when compliance will be had. 

Schools and Public Buildings. 

“City, Schools and State Build- 
ings: The City of St. Louis during 
the past few years has revamped 
its power plants and isolated heat- 
ing plants until with, few excep- 
tions, they can be operated smoke- 
lessly. It is suggested that this 
program be continued and com- 
pleted within a short period of 


e. 

“The St. Louis Public Schools 
have been repeatedly called to the 
attention of the Smoke Elimination 
Committee as one group of public 
buildings which have violated the 
law regarding the emission of 
dense smoke. 

“During the past they have per- 
sistently violated the ordinance. 
The committee is also aware that 
during the past year the greater 
measure of co-operation has been 
displayed in an endeavor to correct 
the conditions existing at the vari- 
ous schools. However, the commit- 
tee does not believe that this prob- 
lem has been solved. The control 
which the City of St. Louis has 
over the school system is negligible 
as the schools are operated under 
State statutes and because of this 
are not subjected to the ordinances 
of the City of St. Louis. 

Schools’ Conformance Urged. 

“The committee is convinced that 
the same rules regarding smoke 
should apply to the schools as ap- 
ply to other consumers of fuels 
within the city limits. The public 
schools in the City of St. Louis are 
to a great extent financed by tax 
money derived from municipal 
sources and should therefore con- 
form to the laws applicable to the 
community which is a source of 
their revenue. The question as to 
whether they are legally required 
by statute to do this should not 
be raised. The schools should vol- 
untarily conform. The committee 
will endeavor to contact the proper 
authorities and see that such con- 
formance is had. 

“With regard to other State of- 
fices, the committee believes that 


they should also conform to these 


regulations and should not be

000 men, plus 25,000 corps and army 
troops. Perhaps 50,000 of these 
would be French or native fe- 
servists, making a withdrawal 
from the peace time garrison which 
would reduce it to 50,000. This is 
certainly the limit of safety, hav- 
ing regard to internal conditions, 
the administration of the military 
territories, and the need for main- 
taining a watch on possible hostile 
manifestations in Spanish Morocco 
and a minimum garrison for the 
powerfu fortifications of the 
Mareth ‘line, guarding the Tunisian- 
Libyan frontier.

Italy’s Position. 

‘Indéed, the whole question. of 
the “new front”. in. the Balkans 
and Near East must be considered 
in the light of Allied-Italian rela- 
tions, for the Italian Navy can 
cut the main line. of communica- 
tiens of the Middle Eastern 
forces, at the narrows. of the Med- 
iterranean, if Rome so desires, and 
only a tremendous naval effort in- 
volving British as well.as French 
forces could reopen it, assuming 
any reasonable amount of effi- 
ciency on the part of the Italians. 
Of courst the Allied high com- 
mand may regard the Italian forces 
as being of little account; this 
opinion has been fairly generally 
expressed in both British and 
French military and naval circles. 
But even so, a nation possessing 
more than 100 submarines and 
1800 airplanes (largely seaplanes 
and flying boats) is not. to be light- 
ly brushed aside as a navai factor 
in narrow waters such as’ the pas- 
sage between Sicily and Tunis. 

Moreover, Italian influence is 
strong in the Balkans, particularly 
in Yugoslavia and Hungary; and 
any Balkan “neutral bloc” or pro- 
Allied bloc which failed to‘ include 
at least Yugoslavia would not have 
much prospect of a useful future 
from the Allied point of view. 


Another Danger. : 
Also, in case of a great Allied 
military effort based on Egypt and 


Finland on the side of the Rus- 
sians. This-threat convinces ob- 
servers here that Russian-German 
collaboration is established on an 
almost oka arose basis. 

This cementing of what doubt- 
less started as merely opportunist 
co-operation between Dictator 
Stalin and Fuehrer Hitler, for pur- 
poses of murdering Poland and di- 
viding central and eastern Europe 
between them. was probably the 
result of the Russian attack on 
Finland and the Russians’ lack of 
success in quickly conquering that 
country. For, by invading Fin- 
land, Stalin burned: the last bridges 
uniting him to the democracies 
whose publics are now far too out- 
raged by the attack on Finland to 
accept Stalin as a conceivable ally. 
Stalin and Hitler. 

Therefore, .Stalin’s maneuvering 
space which he had to enable him 
to blackmail Hitler during the first 
three months of warfare was de- 
stroyed. But when he began to 
wallow in the Finnish snows, he 
actually came under Hitler’s influ- 
ence. For the entire Communist 
racket has been based—in the Stalin 
phase—around the power of the 
Red Army. When it was demon- 
strated that the Red Army was 
distinctly second-rate, Stalin sim- 
ply had to conquer Finland or see 
his influence collapse in the minds 
of those misguided millions who 


still believe Russia is a friend of 


humanity. 
Hitler’s game, therefore, is to se- 
cure the ultimate success of Stalin 


over the Finns, and this is being.

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SMITH ANNOUNCES 
FOR THIRD TERM 
AS STATE AUDITOR 


Author of ‘Dear Pensioner’ 
Letters Elected With Pen- 
dergast Help—in Public 
Office 26 Years. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 24.— 
State Auditor Forrest Smith, au- 
thor of the famous “Dear Pension- 
er” letter to Missouri old folks ask- 
ing for their votes in the 1936 cam- 
paign, announced today he was a 
candidate for the Democratic nom- 
ination in the August primary for 
re-election to a third four-year 
term. 

It will be Smith's fourth candi- 
dacy for the nomination for Audi- 
tor. He was nominated in 1928, 
but was defeated in the election. In 
1932 and again in 1936 he had the 
support of the Boss T. J, Pender- 
gast Democratic machine of Kan- 
sas City and was nominated in 
those two campaigns without op- 
position and then elected. 

He now is in his twenty-seventh 
year of holding public office, hav- 
ing served four years as a deputy 
assessor in his home county of Ray, 
eight years-as Ray County clerk, 
seven years as a member of the 
State Tax Commission and is com- 
pleting his eighth year as Auditor. 
He is 54 years old. 

He was a member of the Tax 
Commission, a bipartisan commis- 
sion, under appointments by the 
late Gov. Sam A. Baker and former 
Gov. Henry S. Caulfield, Repub- 
licans, 

Smith gained some nation-wide 
publicity for his “Dear Pensioner” 
letters, which were sent to persons 
on the Missouri old-age pension 
rolls during the 1936 election cam- 
paign. 

In those letters Smith told the 
pensioners he was their friend, that 
he looked after their checxas 
promptly, and that if re-elected he 
would use his influence to have 
the next Legislature make larger 
appropriations “to pay everyone in 
full all the law allows.” 

Robert E. Holliway of Jefferson 
City, until recently secretary of the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion and former Capitol newspaper 
correspondent, is opposing Smith 
for the Democratic nomination on 
a platform including transfer of 
sales tax and income tax collec- 
tions to a proposed State Revenue 
Department, which would cut the 
jobholder list of the Auditor’s de- 
partment more than one-half.

And since it can be 
demonstrated on paper at least 
that the Negroes hold the balance 
of power in 10 Eastern and Central 
states, it is a wonder.that the com- 
mittee did not devote more space 
to the Negro voters, 
AFL Proposals Favored. 

The committee’s recommenda- 
ions for changes in the National 
Labor Relations Act were weighted 
heavily in favor of William Green 
and the AFL and. were almost com- 
pletely at variance with the views 
of John L. Lewis and the CIO 
which are opposed to amendment 
of the law at this time. If the 
Platform Committee at Philadel- 
phia follows the program makers, 
Lewis, despite his increasing resent- 
ment against President Roosevelt, 
may find himself in the position 
of the traditional Southern Demo- 
crats. With the New Dealers de- 
fending the Labor Relations Act 
and the Republicans attacking it, 
he may discover that he will have 
no place to go if he tries to fake 
his group away from the Demo- 
cratic party. 

To the “aged” voters the Repub- 
licans offer no more than the 
Democrats. In fact, the Program 
Committee was ‘unable to find 
much fault with the latest revision 
of the Social Security Act and 
merely observes that “the opera- 
tion of the act must be critically 
observed and whatever adjustments 
may be necessary to provide a fair 
and workable system of contribut- 
ory old age insurance adopted.’ 
This is a characteristic political 
dodge—if a politician can’t find 
fault with a law, he will say that 
the administration of it must be 
closely watched. 

This approving statement is in 
contrast to many of the promises 
made by Republican senatorial and 
congressional candidates in 1936 
and 1938 to the Townsendites. Dr. 
Townsend's influence, or more spe- 
cifically, his reputation for  po- 
litical influence, has waned great- 
ly in the last few years, and it is 
likely that he and his followers 
will be able to effect only congres- 
sional elections in Florida and Cali- 
fornia this year and be a negligible 
factor in the presidential cam- 
paign. 

Appeal to Small Business. 

The welfare of the small busi- 
ness man is a recurring theme 
throughout the report. The New 


have laid awake nights thinking 
up complicated ways to bedevil this 
influential group of voters. Many 
of these, of course, are traditional 
Republicans, but the Democrats 
made some converts in 1932 and 
1936. The program outlined for 
these voters, in fact a great deal of 
the entire report, is a readable 
condensation of the Brookings In- 
stitution’s voluminous study of 
America’s capacity to produce and 
consume which culminated in a 
book of conclusion entitled “Income 
and Economic’ Progress.” 

From an academic economic 
standpoint, the Brookings recom- 
mendations and those of the Pro- 
gram Committee are difficult if not 
impossible to refute.

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Feb. 24. 
~—Frederick Lincoln Stoddard, 
noted painter, formerly a resident 


of St. Louis, died unexpectedly 
here‘\today. He was nearly 79 
years old, and had lived in Glou- 
cester since 1922. 

Mr. Stoddard painted the eight 


lunettes overhanging the St. Louis 
City Hall rotunda, representing 
allegorical figures. He painted 
three panels in Central, formerly 
Yeatman, High School, St. Louis, 
on the career of James E. Yeat- 
man, philanthropist of Civil War 
days. He painted also the decora- 
tions of the old Odeon Theater, in 
St. Louis, now demolished.

concern of this size in France).” 

In response to pressure from the 
trade the Government adopted a 
law restricting shoe factories and 
shore stores. As a result Bata was 
compelled to close more than 15¢ 
retail stores in France. Similarly 
in Holland old and_ established 
producers complained that Bata 
was paying less than the ‘prevail- 
ing wage which enabled him to un- 
dersell his Dutch competitors. 
Bata’s representative denied these 
statements, maintaining that Bata 
increased employment in The 
Netherlands by manufacturing 
products that had previously been 
imported. 

In Poland the shoe industry was 
reported to have been upset when 
a Bata subsidiary was established 
at Krakow. Bata has the largest 
chain of retail stores in Sweden but 
no factory there. In Switzerland 
Bata’s invasion precipitated a suc- 
cessful effort to have the Govern- 
ment bar the establishment of new 
shoe factories or the extension of 
existing ones. 

U. S. Balked at United Front. 

At Zurich the International Bu- 
reau of ‘the Shoe Industry, made 
up of representatives from most 
European countries, several years 
ago sought to bring manufacturers 
all over the world together in a 
united front to check Bata. But 
American representatives declined 
to participate and the move was 
abandoned. Bata had some diffi- 
culty in Great Britain but never- 
theless received permission to ex- 
pand his plant in 1936. The state- 
ment of a prominent official of an 
important trade union, as quoted 
by the Department, of Commerce, 
sounds remarkably like the charges 
brought against Bata here: 

“T cannot say that manufactur- 
ers and retailers are hostile to 
Bata or to his family. They are, 
however, very hostile to his meth- 
ods and also to the establishment of 
his factory in this country. The 
boot and shoe industry of England 
is capable of producing a consid- 
erably greater quantity of footwear 
than can be disposed of under pres- 
ent economic international condi- 
tions, and the establishment of the 
Bata factory in this country meant 
accentuated competition, as one of 
Bata’s methods is a deliberate . po- 
licy of undercutting the whole of 
his competitors. The Bata firm in 
England has attempted to intro- 
duce the methods and principles 
operative in their Czecho-Slovak 
business. The methods are alien 
to the practices and conditions in 
this country and considerable hos- 
tility is manifest by the manufac- 
turers, by some retailers, and by 
the organized workers.” 

Source of Much Opposition. 

This is, of course, the source of 
much of the opposition to Bata— 
the fact that all industrial nations 
have plants and machines to pro- 
duce more shoes than can be sold 
at current economic levels, Bata’s 
success in this country, it is 
argued, would mean bankruptcy of 
marginal and sub-marginal manu- 
facturers almost at once. At the 
game time Bata’s sponsors argue 
that his methods make it possible 
to bring down shoe prices so that 
more and more people can buy 
more and more shoes, In remote 
parts of the world people who have 
gone barefoot always now have 
Bata’s handiwork on their feet. 
There are large Bata plants in 
China, India, Yugoslavia, the Dutch 
East Indies. At about the same

Bata Shoe Invasion of U.S. 
- Starts a Political Quarrel 


A leader in the fight on Bata in 
this: country has been Representa- 
tive Edith Nourse Rogers of Mass- 
achusetts. She charged on the 
floor of the House recently that 
not only 72 of the 100 Czechs cov- 
ered by the permit had entered 
the United States but that others 
had come in under one pretext or 
another. Mrs. Rogers said she was 
“reliably informed” the company 
was violating the wage and hour 
law and pointed out that employes 
in the Bata warehouse in Chicago 
had been given $7000 in back pay 
so that the company might be in 
compliance with the law. She 
quoted from a memorandum by im- 
migration officials who investigat- 
ed the Maryland plant as follows: 

“Although the petition mentioned 
above (to be allowed to bring in 
the 100 “instructors”) also alleged 
that the best results could be ob- 
tained by employing young men 
and women locally and paying 
them a comparatively high rate of 
wages, it should be stated that the 
greater part of these new workers 
are being paid the minimum wage 
prescribed by the Wage and Hour 
Law—30 cents an hour, or $12.60 
per week, with a Social Security 
deduction of 13 cents.” 

Continuing, Mrs. Rogers said: 

“Mr. Bata absorbs a small sec- 
tion of American youth, but he 
completely throws on the industrial 
scrap heap all American shoe 
workers now unemployed and who 
‘will thus be displaced by the so- 
called economies of his system.” 
She pointed out that Bata cir- 
cularized Maryland high school 
graduates for jobs while the Big- 
gers unemployment census showed 
36,000 boot and shoe workers to- 
tally unemployed and 16,000 par- 
tially unemployed. 

Cochran Joins in Protest. 

' Although he has not yet taken 
an active part in the discussion in 
Congress, Representative John J. 
Cochran of St. Louis joined in the 
protest to the Department of Labor 
against admission of the Czech “in- 
structors.” Along with his protest, 
Cochran sent to the department let- 
ters and petitions from many 
skilled shoe workers in the St. 
Louis area, protesting that they 
could operate any shoe machine 
built anywhere in the -world, and 
therefore the “instructors” were 
quite unnecessary. 

Coming to the aid of Bata in the 
House were Representative Karl 
Stefan, Nebraska Republican, him- 
self a Czech, and William FP", Cole 
Jr., Maryland Democrat, in whose 
district the new industry is located. 

“Here are 72 poor Czechs, who 
are administrators and instructors, 
who are instructing Americans how 
to make shoes in a new method and 
actually giving jobs to a thousand 
Americans who have not had iobs 
before, and creating a million-dol- 
lars-a-year payroll,” Stefan said. 
“They tell me they will use Amer- 
ican labor only and eventually cre- 
ate a large market for Nebraska 
‘hides and Southern cotton.” ‘

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Oswald Garrison Villard and W. B. Courtney 
_. Tell of Average German’s Reaction 
| to Hitler’s Bargain. 


Germany's man in the street does 
not like Hitler’s alliance with Rus- 
sia, according to two American 
writers recently returned from Ger- 
many, Oswald Garrison Villard and 
W. B. Courtney, ‘ 

Villard writes in his. new book, 
“Within Germany,” that he did not 


find one man or woman outside of- p 


ficial and military circles who de- 
fended the treaty. 

Courtney, in an article entitled 
“What the Germans Think,” in the 
current issue of Collier’s, says the 
common people are sensitive to “the 
loss of face involved in the proud 
Reach’s hookup with ‘an inferior 
country and people.’ ” 

These writers’ views coincide 
with evidence presented in a pam- 
phiet entitled “Inside Germany’ Re- 
ports,” emanating from “The 
Friends of German Freedom,” an 
organization headed by Reinhold 
Niebuhr and having the announced 
purpose of “seeking to interpret 
the struggle for democracy in Fas- 
cist Germany to the American peo- 
ple by distribution of reports on 
actual conditions and to gain 
friends for those who carry on the 
daily work for a free Germany.” 

Villard writes that the Nazi army 
men merely dismissed the alliance 
as an absolute military necessity 
since Germany could not fight this 
war with an enemy in the rear as 
it did in 1914-18. Soon after the 
pact was signed, Villard says, Ber- 
liners began to speak in humorous 
manner of Stalin as “our new, dear 
little cousin.” And in Frankfort 
there was quiet amusement over 
Hitler’s “Mein Kampf” being with- 
held from circulation by the public 
library there until a new edition, 
with all scurrilous references to 
Russia deleted, had been pub- 
lished, 

For Settlement With England. 

Many persons told Villard, who 
was born in Germany and often has 
visited: the country, that Germany 
should be united with England in 
presenting a united front to Rus- 


sia instead of being in alliance with 


Russia and fighting Britain. 
“The average German,” Villard 
writes, “has been shocked by this 
complete overturn into realizing the 
utter hypocrisy, or, to put it more 
politely, the complete adaptability 
of the Hitler doctrines and’ philoso- 
phies, That will not comfort him 
when he sees Bolshevik agents 
traveling round Germany, just as 
the Adlon Hotel in Berlin is, as I 
wrote, full of Russian officials and 
the employes of the various Rus- 
sian commissions.” 
Designating “Hans Schmidts” 
as the German equivalent of the 
American “man in the street, John

Taking up the Russian attack on 
Finland, Courtney writes that the

also was told. by Nazi soldiers who 
fought the Poles that the Russian 
army of occupation was made up 
of sloppy soldiers who ignore their 
half-trained officers and are under 
surveillance of crackpot political 
commissars, Courtney adds. 

He concludes with the warning 
that the Reich’s spokesmen are g0- 
ing to have a very bad time with 
a very bewildered Hans if it be- 
comes necessary for Hitler to join 
arms with Stalin. Courtney asserts: 
“He is going to smell queer things 
behind a necessity which sees him 
fighting against the white people 
of Western Europe who, after all, 
are his close racial kin, on behalf 
of the half-civilized hordes from the 
half-lights of Asia.” 

The January-February issue of 
“Inside Germany Reports” asserts 
that in an undisclosed city in 
Southern Germany the dqminant 
feeling of the middle class in early 
December was that Germany should 
come to an agreement with En- 
gland. This, it says, is because 
“everyone is opposed to Ribben- 
trop’s policies with the Russians. 
They feel that if certain conces- 
sions were made it would be pos- 


lsible to find basis of agreement 


with England.” 

From a city in Northern Ger- 
many and during early November 
the pamphlet reports that there 
was a feeling that the Western 
Powers would deal harshly with 
Germany, now that the fury of 
war had been let loose. “Our only 
ally is Russia. The development 
of this alliance means national 
Bolshevism in Germany. This is 
the ‘great internal danger for Ger- 
many’s future, but it would be bet- 
ter than defeat by the Western

That Failed,” a somber story of British campaigns in the Sudan

The beauteous Lamarr and the delightful Rooney are neither 
with us, however, and as a matter of fact, “The Light That Failed” 
is a pretty fine story from the bygone days of the last century. Two 
of filmdom’s most respected actors, Ronald Colma nand Walter Hus- 
ton, give outstanding performances and Colman especially does far 
more for Kipling than Kipling does for him. 

As the artist who goes to the Sudan and gets a nasty crack on 
the head, Colman is both Dick Heldar of the narrative and Colman 
himself. All the recklessness, cynicism and humor possible are 
brought out in the portrayal. And when Heldar finally does go blind, 
the spirit is that of the blind soldier in “The Dark Angel,” always a 
therished memory for any Colman fan. Count me in, if you please.

FTER 32 months of undeclared war, China and Japan are like two 
wrestlers (of the pre-wrestling circus era) who have been on the 
mat for three hours and have spent the last hour panting a lot 

and not doing much. China is a huge, fat wrestler, obviously unskilled, 
who was tossed around unmercifully for the first two hours and consid- 
erably bloodied up by Japan, a small, wiry man only one-fifth China's 
weight but crafty and well versed in military jiu-jitsu. The wiry wrestler 
has had an arm lock and a scissors on the fat one for an hour, but has 
been unable to apply enough pressure to make him give up. Every 
time the tough little man tries to get a toe hold or strangle hold on the 
fat one, he is shaken off. The fat wrestler is doing plenty of grunting 
and groaning and is really suffering. The wiry wrestler thought that 
after - he co ‘hurt his fat opponent with the first few brilliant, cruel 
holds, the fat one would yell uncle, as he always had before. But the 
fat man, who had been indifferent at first, only got mad, and is determined 
to fight it out to the end. The wiry wrestler finds himself getting 
weaker all the time because of his exertions. He is just able to keep 
the holds he has, because if he tries a new hold with one hand, he has 
to relax the hold he has with his other. The fat man is just getting 
his second wind, and says he can last forever, even if he cant win. 
His tough little opponent is anxious to have it over with, so he can cop 
the prize money, and to those spectators who haven't got too bored 
and gone away to watch the more exciting match in the European 
ring, it seems he is secretly afraid that if the match lasts another four 
or five hours, the fat man will roll over on him and smother him. So 
the little wrestler is trying to talk the fat one into giving up. 
That's the interpretation dispatches from China put on Japan's 
proclamation urging Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to surrender. 
During the past year, as the map above shows, Japan has been able 
to break the huge stalemate of the war in only two places, by its 
capture of Nanning in the south and Nanchang in center, It ered 
its worst defeat of the war trying to take Changsha from the north last 


October. Its drives for Ichang and Shasi last March, for Changsha by 
way of Nanchang and towards Sian from Honan last April were 
stopped cold. Its attempt to mop up guerrillas in Shansi Province last 
December resulted in two massacres of Japanese troops. Four expeditions 
during last month and this, those from Canton in the southeast, Nanning 
in the south, Hangchow on the eastern seacoast and Paotow in Inner 
Mongolia, have returned to their bases. That from Nanning north 
might be counted a success, since it smashed an army of 300,000 
Chinese preparing to attack Nanning, although the Chinese have followed 
the retiring Japanese to within 10 miles of the city. But the drive from 
Hangchow to take Sheoning was a dismal failure qnd Canton is again 
closely ringed by the Chinese. | 

Meanwhile, the Japanese have made only slow progress in cleaning 
up guerrillas behind their lines. Although they nominally have conquered 
the richest part of China, with 200,000,000 popugs , they actually 
control only the main towns and cities and the main rai , canals 
and roads in this area. A policy of non-co-operation instigated by the 
guerrillas is preventing them from ing as much as they hoped 
from the territory. Farmers plant only the food ¢rops they can use 
themselves, and have gone on a silent strike in the matter of cotton 
raising. Supposedly conquered Shanshi, rich in iron and coal, is still 
a hot-bed of fighting with the Chinese Communists. The

United States would be a disastrous blow. 


On the other hand, China is still in a weak condition, although it 
apparently can resist for years to come. By the failure of their much- 
adve winter offensives, the Chinese showed themselves too weak 
to deliver a hard blow. Many of their officials are war-weary. But 
Chana reports are that the new China in the West is developing 
rapidly. Iron and coal in the reise areas are still sufficient for 
Chinese industry, which supplied half the iron and steel used by the 
country in 1939 and will increase this production several-fold this year. 
Recently opened oil fields in Kansu may solve the gasoline problem. 
Enough credits are reported abroad to take care of war materials for 
the coming year. Army leaders say their arsenals can supply the 
necessary small arms and ammunition. An airplane factory has been 
opened, and the air force has grown to 500 planes. :

EA warfare reverted .to the days of Nelson when His Majesty's Ship 
Cossack cornered the German prison ship Altmark in neutral 
Norwegian waters. British sailors successfully carried out a 

“boarding operation” in a manner that would have warmed the heart 
of the “Little Admiral” had he been there to see it. Armed with rifles, 
pistols and bayonets they leaped from the destroyer’s high forecastle 
down to the deck of the low-lying tanker. Fighting their way to the 
bridge, they took command, freed the 299 Britons who had been taken 
captive by the Graf Spee months before, and transferred them to the 
Cossack as two Norwegian gunboats helplessly stood by. One English 
sailor was wounded, seven Germans lost their lives and several were 
wounded in the brief melee. 

. Two of the latest developments in naval warfare, the radio and 
the airplane, brought about this revival of warfare common to the 
period when great sailing ships of the line grappled with each other 
yard arm to yard arm. A British plane spied the Altmark. The radio 
sent three British destroyers to the scene. From Norwegian warships 
came word that the Altmark was unarmed, carried no prisoners. 
Crackling back from the Adimiralty came orders to "force your way in 
and free our men.” ‘The Cossack complied. 

Fulminations came frorn Berlin and Oslo. London replied that 
the Cossack had “full authority of His Majesty’s Government to enter 
neutral waters.” All Britain rejoiced over the navy’s display of the 
spirit of the offensive. 

Somewhat similar to this moonlight fight in the fjord that did so 
much to stimulate British spirit was the one revival of boarding tactics 
that occurred in the World War. On a pitch dark April night in 1917, 
two British destroyers, Broke and Swift, and six German destroyers in 
the Straits of Dover discovered each other when only 600 yards apart. 
It was touch and go at 30 knots. The Swift missed ramming an 
opponent but sernadaed it in turning about. 

The Broke rammed its opponent squarely abreast the after stack. 
As the two destroyers lay locked together,’ the last two ships in the 
German column dashed by and swept the Broke with heavy fire. 
Before the British had recovered from that shock, sailors from the 
sinking German destroyer came swarming aboard. A desperate hand- 
to-hand encounter followed, during which the German destroyer 
slipped off the Broke’s bow and slowly sank. In a few minutes the 
Germans on the Broke were forced to give up the struggle but nearly 
half the Broke’s 110 crew members were dead or wounded. 

Famous as British seamen were for their desire to carry the fight 
with cutlass and pike in the days of ding tactics, their reputation 
suffered heavily in 1814 at the hands of 90 American sailors on the 
seven-gun brig General Armstrong who were attacked in the neutral 
harbor of Fayal at the Azores. Just before sunset, three ships carrying 
4000 sailors and soldiers and bearing 130 cannon entered and

anchored in such position that the brig could not leave. The wind 
was unfavorable for the British ships to approach the brig. In about 
three hours, four ship's barges, each mounting a swivel gun and 
carrying 50 to 60 men, bore down on the Yankee ship. They refused 
to answer the hail of Captain Samuel Reid. Warned to keep clear, 
they made a dash to gain the brig’s side. Broadsides of grape and 
musket balls met them. They withdrew with 20 dead and four times 
as many wounded. 

About midnight, 14 boats bearing several hundred men bore down 
on the brig from all sides with cries of "No quarter for the Yankees.’ 
Despite withering blasts from the Armstrong’s guns, most of the boats 
reached the ship. The Yankee sailors dropped cannon balls on the 
heads of their attackers and then stood by with cutlass, pistol, pike 
and boarding ax. In a minute, the British were slashing their way 
through the boarding nets and meeting the Yankees hand to hand. 
Reid, however, rallied his men and, 40 minutes after the attack began, 
drove the British back to their boats with a loss of 210 dead and 140 
wounded. 

By daybreak the wind had changed and one of the British ships 
worked close enough for a cannon attack. The Armstrong's “Long 
Tom,” a 42-pounder, drove off the British within a few minutes. Then 
all three British ships began preparations for a mass attack. Realizing 
that seven cannon had no chance against 130, Reid blew the bottom 
out of his ship, took his crew ashore and headed for the hills. His 
losses had been only two dead and seven wounded. It took the British 
10 days to repair their damages, reorganize and sail for the United 
States.

Williams’ financial control of the Union Electric 
Company is by way of his position as chairman of the 
board of North American Company, which owns Union 
Electric, probably augmented through his contro] of Central 
States Electric Corporation. Central States, directly or 
indirectly through other holding companies, holds a block 
of voting stock in North American. North American was 
originally acquired by a syndicate headed by Williams in 
1920. 

The financial career of Williams, however, was well 
under way at that time. Born at Avon, Ohio, in 1873, son 
of a bank official, Williams went to work in a machine shop 
on finishing high school, soon became manager of a bicycle 
and velocipede factory. A chance meeting with Charles 
Coffin, one of the founders of General Electric, started him 
in utilities, and in 1906 he organized American Gas and 
Electric Company. In 1912, he was one of a syndicate that 
purchased 60 per cent of Cleveland Illuminating Company, 
valued at $5,724,000, which later was transferred to Central 
States for $10,568,800 in notes and preferred and common 
stock. In 1920 he headed a syndicate that obtained control 
of North American voting stock by the purchase of 12.3 per 
cent of it. Through a subsidiary, no longer in existence, 
North American acquired Union Electric in 1922. 

Beginning with the purchase of 30,000 shares for 
$800,000 in 1922, by 1924 Williams had acquired 96 per cent 
control of Central States with stock purchases made at a 
cost of $2,072,000. His shares were increased in 1926 by 
a two-for-one split, in 1928 by a 10 per cent stock dividend, 
in April, 1929, by a two-for-one split, and in July, 1929, by a 
three-for-one-split. From 1924 to- 1929, Central States stock 
was split 60 for one, and Williams owned a block worth 
$612,000,000. During the depression years, however, the 
securities and assets of the company shrank considerably. 

The man who built up this financial empire was content 
to let his wife hold the limelight with her fame for being 
beautifully dressed, for he himself is reserved in conduct 
as in attire. Although 67 years old, his figure is slender 
and erect, and his hair, though -sedately gray, still shows 
signs of its original fiery red. His eyes are brown, with a 
jutting nose dominating his rather thin face, which is usually 
inclined more toward the somber.
